None denies that the great in- 
ternational problem today is the 
widening gulf between wealth and 
poverty. Communism gains even 
in local communities in Italy be- 
cause of the selfishness of the 
relatively few industrialists who 
have sparked what is one of the 
great recovery stories in the 
world. 


The story in our country is a 
different one, but nonetheless re- 
lated. We have a growing number 
of unemployed. The enormous im- 
pact of the industrial revolution is 
not well comprehended. Unless 
we have a war, the jobless total 
will not be substantially re- 
duced. It has grown after each 
recession since the depression 
of the 1930's. Automation and 
new techniques have radically 
changed the employment picture. 
At least 50 per cent of the jobs at 
which men now work were not in 
existence a mere 50 years ago. 


Population 


The population will continue to 
expand. Unless we act boldly and 
with imagination we will soon be 
dangerously involved with un- 
employment. 


Reliable economists put it into 
figures. 


Americans looking for work 
increase at about 1,300,000 per 
year. Because of new machines, 
tools and automation, their pro- 
ductivity rises at a rate which an- 
nually eliminates perhaps 2,700,- 
000 jobs. 


This means that about 4,000,000 
new jobs are needed each year 
just to keep things where they 
were. 

Our national problem is that 
about 6.6 per cent of the nation’s 
work force is currently out of 
work. Economists, using an A, 
B and C explanation, insist the 
economy. must (to avoid trouble) 
expand fast enough to give jobs 
to those newly seeking work, ab- 
sorb those thrown out of employ- 
ment by automation and reduce 
the present serious underemploy- 
ment. 


A faster growth rate seems 
imperative. 


How do we do it without federal 
participation? 


If we turn to the Goldwater 
school, for example, we find it 
presently denouncing American 
leadership for trembling when 
Khrushchev frowns. They make a 
great to-do about this. They seem- 
ingly insist we be strong enough 
to clobber the enemy in far-away 
Laos and still balance the budget. 
This is the worst sort of economic 
and political gobbledegook. 


Low-Cost Housing 


No one denies there is a vast 
shortage of low-cost housing. Too 
many of the programs now in ex- 
istence tear down cheap, substand- 
ard dwelling units and replace 
them with high-rent or purchase 
property. Here is a challenge to 
the real estate associations and 
to the conservative school which 
wants to keep the government 
entirely out of things. 


We can’t go along kidding our- 
selves that millions of Americans 
are going to remain content with 
the housing and jobless situations 
as they are. 


The need is for a quick start. 
Who is going to do it? And 
when? 


The slums of American cities 
are frightening. They contain an 
adult generation which, with few 
exceptions, has had it. The adults 
are too poorly educated, too well 
along in years, to, be made into 
a really stable economic or social 
community. Their children are the 


real hope. 


Who will provide the programs 
to do the necessary job of hous- 
ing, rehabilitation, and social 
rescue? 


Let the Goldwater school quit 
kidding itself and us.

‘“‘We are happy when we build 
communism (here) but that is not 
enough,”” he said. ‘“‘We shall be 
happy when people of all coun- 
tries stand under the banner of 
Marxism-Leninism and the Com- 
munist banner flies over the 
whole planet.” 


To a storm of applause from 
the leading farmers and Commu- 
nist officials of Kazakhstan, 
Khrushchev continued: 


“Opponents of communism will 
say that Khrushchev expresses 
pretentious claims for the rule of 
communism. It is not a claim but 
a deep conviction based on a pro- 
found theory of the development 
of human society. It does not de- 
pend on me or any one person.”’ 


CITES U.S. STATEMENT 


Turning to his theme of over- 
taking the United States, Khrush- 
chev cited a statement by U. S. 
Secretary of Labor Arthur J. 
Goldberg that the United States 
and the Soviet Union are close in 
steel production. 


(At Duluth, Minn., last Wednes- 
day, while touring unemployment 
areas, Goldberg said he found it 
shocking that Soviet steel produc- 
tion had equaled or surpassed the 
U. S. output. Alluding to the fact 
that the U. S. steel industry oper- 
ated at only 66 per cent of capac- 
ity last year, Goldberg said he 
refused to accept the idea “that 
we do not need the steel that this 
counry is producing.”’)

Police Quell

Congo Opens Port

U.N. troops still were barred 
from Matadi, which was seized 
two weeks ago by Congolese 
soldiers in a fight with U.N. 
Sudanese troops. It is a port 


near the mouth of the Congo 
River. used for U.N. supplies. 


President Joseph Kasavubu 
warned Monday that “blood will 
flow” if the United Nations tries 
to reoccupy Matadi. Reports from 
Matadi Tuesday said several un- 
identified ships were approaching 
the port with U.N. supplies. 


In another Congolese area a 
perilous situation seemed to be 
developing. Reports from Elisa- 
bethville, capital of breakaway 
Katanga Province, said the U.N. 
position there was beginning to 
totter and that it would collapse 
if the warring Baluba tribesmen 
forced the U.N. troops out of the 
town of Kabolo.

PARIS—The United States has decided to propose 
» .., |to Western Europe and Japan that each industrialized 

= |country provide annual aid to underdeveloped countries 
a amounting to 1 per cent of its gross national product. 


The formal proposal will be 
made next week in London at a 
meeting of the 10-nation develop- 
ment assistance group. 


The United /States will make 
three companion proposals at the 
London meeting. 


The first is that the develop- 
ment assistance group itself be 
made a continuing, operating body 
with a permanent chairman, 


though it would not itself dis- 


burse aid. 


The second is that only nations 
with a deficit in their balance of 
international payments should 
‘tie’ their aid. Tied aid means 
that the recipient country must 


spend the money on the goods of 


the donor country. Almost all 
U.S. aid is now tied. 


The third proposal is that na- 
tions should increasingly provide 
their aid from regular budget 
funds.

Reds Toss Another Dud 
Into Nuclear Ban Talks

GENEVA—tThe Soviet 


Union put the future of the 


long, drawnout conference for a treaty banning nuclear 
tests in serious doubt Tuesday. 


In a speech reopening the con- 
ference after a 3%-month recess, 
Semyon K. Tsarapkin went a long 
Way toward confirming the West's 
worst fears that Russia had lost| 
interest in working out a mutually- 
acceptable treaty. 


Without even waiting to hear a 
joint United States-British offer 
of major concessions, Tsarapkin 
went back on an old agreement 
and demanded the secretariat of 
the control organization which 
would police a ban be headed by 
a three-man council representing 
the Communists, the West and 
neutral countries. 


Both Arthur H. Dean of the 
United States and David Ormsby- 
Gore of Britain made it clear that 
the proposal was as inacceptable 
in connection with the treaty as 
when Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
suggested a similar council last 
December to replace Dag Ham- 
marskjold as secretary general 
of the United Nations. 


At the request of the Western 
powers, the brief communique is- 
sued after the meeting included 
Dean's insistence that “it was es- 
sential that there be a _ single, 
competent, impartial and objec- 
tive administrator’ of the control 
organization. 


Later, at a joint press confer- 
ence by Dean and Ormsby-Gore, 
the British delegate described the 
new Soviet proposal as an “‘ex- 
tremely negative and really unin- 
spiring contribution” to the meet- 
ing, the 274th session since the 
conference began on Oct. 31, 1958. 


Ormsby-Gore noted that the So- 
viets had previously agreed that a 
single neutral administrator should 
head the control organization. 


The Soviet demand was accom- 
panied by what the communique 
described as a ‘‘serious warning”’ 
that continued testing of nuclear 
bombs by France could have 
‘negative effects’ on the outcome

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Europe and Africa 
Are Both Important 


Which is more important to the United 
States—a strong alliance with Europe, or 
a chance to win Africa to the West? The 
answer is that both are vitally important. 


If the United States writes off either 
one, Russia can win the world and the 
United States can lose its soul. 


More important than making a choice 
is making sense. 


Many are critical of the Kennedy ad- 
ministration for voting with Russia in 
the U.N. to start a security council in- 
quiry into conditions in the Portuguese 
colony of Angola. It was a wrongful slap 
at Portugal and our other European allies, 
they say. 

Perhaps so, if we are cynical and 
treacherous, and if our European allies are 
heedless and unsophisticated. But we 
aren't, and they aren't. 


The matter came up, and it had to 
be voted on. 


Ready or not, Africa is going to be 
free. And Russia is going to try to grab 
that continent by revolution unless she 
is opposed by another leadership of re- 
sponsibility. The European countries with 
a colonial past cannot provide a com- 
petitive leadership when it is a revolution 
against themselves that is being waged. 
But Europe is realistic enough to know 
the United States can exercise the African 
leadership from which they are blocked, 
and which otherwise Russia would take 
by forfeit. 


So the United States must lead in 
anti-Communist Africa policies as part of 
her duty to her Western allies—not as a 
betrayal of them. The Angola vote showed 
it will do so. It also won African confi- 
dence to the United States and thereby 
placed us in position to counsel some com- 
mon sense in the current transition and 
be listened to. 


That common sense must be exerted 
in Africa was shown by the Congo fiasco, 
where very little was used. Russia will 
agitate in Africa. The United States must 
lead—and lead sensibly toward order for 
the good of Europe as well as Africa. 
And by our common sense we will be 
judged by both of them. 

President Kennedy is not withdraw- 
ing the hand of friendship from either, 
but is performing a duty to both, and he 
is counting on them to understand that. 
His policy is painfully difficult, but it is 
right.

When Recession Ends, 
Will Symptoms Stay? 


Considerable optimism in the past few 
days has come from business and industry 
and even from Secretary of. Labor Gold- 
berg himself that the bottom of the reces- 
sion has been reached and that an upturn 
is imminent. 

The eight-month decline in industrial 
production has ended and unemployment 
at least is getting no worse. Many lines 
of business already are showing improve- 
ment. But on the negative side we must 
note that automobile production is show- 
ing further reductions, half our steel ca- 
pacity is still idle’ and there is little 
change expected from last month’s un- 
employed figure of 5,700,000. 

Perhaps the recession will level out 
but meeting the immediate problems of 
distress among the unemployed is no less 
urgent. But more than the immediate 
problem must be considered. With the 
character of the work force changing and 
with additional millions readying to seek 
employment, the long-range question of

economic growth must be tackled vigor- 
ously. 

Even with recovery, the basic issue 
of growth will remain and must be solved 
or the list of unemployed will becomie a 
permanent and damning appendage of our 
society. Those phases of the Kennedy eco- 
nomic program which look to long-range 
solutions deserve fullest support.

Georgia’s Great Shame 
Demands Total Attack 


The most cruel aspect of mental illness 
is the apathy of families and public to- 
ward its victims. Many patients at Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital could be released 
if their families would accept them. 
Others could go if communities were in- 
terested and if jobs could be found for 
them. 

This again is pointed up by Jack Nel- 
son’s current series on the hospital, which 
describes the forgotten men and women 
who are wards of the state. 


These related problems of mental 
health are part of the broad picture in 
bringing about a better statewide pro- 
gram. As Dr. John Venable has reaf- 
firmed, early diagnosis and treatment are 
necessary to keep a person threatened 
with mental illness from losing his place 
—often permanently—in the community. 
Despite improvements, confinement to the 
Milledgeville institution still is more of 
a sentence than a means of cure. 

Staffing the hospital and securing 
mental health workers in communities 
throughout the state is a basic necessity. 
There are five psychiatrists, less than 
one for every 4,000 patients, now on the 
Milledgeville staff. There are only 50 
throughout the state. 

Improving the physical plant at Mil- 
ledgeville is only one phase of what must 
be a total attack on one of our greatest 
shames as a state. 


Highway Department 
Has Real Poker Face 


The State Highway Department con- 
tends with a straight face that it is giving 
priority to rebuilding those roads which 
are in the worst shape and which bear the 
most traffic. 

Yet the second largest county in Geor- 
gia, DeKalb, didn’t get a nickel of the 
first of the new bond money allotted. 

And two main ‘state roads in DeKalb 
County, Clairmont and Glenwood, retain 
what may possibly be the state cham- 
pionship for poorness of their condition 
and volume of their bumper- to-bumper 
traffic. 

This is just one example, chosen be- 
cause it is a horrible one. How the present 
state administration, in the face of it, can 
justify the priority it has given to so 
many sparsely traveled secondary roads 
is a matter between it and a quarter of a 


‘million DeKalb County citizens.

All Could Understand 
‘Rigged’ Food Prices 


If Attorney General Robert Kennedy 
finds, as he suspects he will, that there 
has been widespread price fixing in the 
field of consumer products, he will bring 
the evil of “practices in restraint of trade” 
home to millions of Americans in the most 
dramatic way possible. 

Electric generators and distributors 
that cost thousands of dollars are remote 
commodities. Bread, milk and meat—and 
the fact that something costs 90 cents 
instead of 85 cents—are not remote at all. 


These Issues Still Challenge the GEA 


“I know of no safe depository of the 
ultimate powers of society but the people 
themselves; and if we think them not en- 
lightened enough to exercise their control 
with a wholesome discretion, the remedy is 
not to take it from them but to inform their 
discretion by education.” 


These words from Thomas Jefferson express 
basically the philosophy of public education in 
this country. They are recalled wat as the 
Georgia Education Associa- t 
tion convenes for its annual Hae 
session. They show that from ; 
the earliest days there has 
been a national concern 
about education of the citi- 
zen. 

Georgia was among the 
first organized governments 
to accept a responsibility for 


taxes for support of public education. Having 
established the first state university, Georgia, 
for a century, appropriated ‘almost no funds for 
making its advantages available to the masses 
of citizens. 

In recent years, largely as a result of 
work of such groups as the GEA, public accept- 
ance of the need for greater support of schools 
has grown. This increase at the state level has 
been spectacular, with more than 53 per cent 
of the state budget going to public education. 
This has not been accompanied by a corre- 
sponding increase by local communities and 
many archaic practices persist in a state which 
no longer can afford a dilution of its educa- 
tional product. 

The GEA, which has just demonstrated its 
great political power in the state, is an hon- 
ored group. It has indeed improved the oppor- 
tunities and security of the teachers for the 
good of the profession and thus of Georgia. It 
should now turn all its vigor to other basic 
improvements in strengthening the educational 
program.

Germany. It is not for Americans to choose between Brandt and Dr. 
Adenauer, but it is proper to explain why it is welcome to have 
Mayor Brandt as the leader of the alternative party in Germany. 


His nomination means that if 
the voters of West Germany wish 
to choose a different leadership, 
they will not have to turn to a 
chancellor who would weaken 
Bonn’s ties with the West. 


I am not suggesting that the 
stalwart, 85-year-old Chancellor 
Adenauer should be retired this 
fall, but the very possibility of 
his retirement has long worried 
the Western capitals because the 
alternative German leadership 
was anti-NATO, substantially neu- 
tralist, and dangerously wishful in 
its expectation of a deal with Mos- 
cow to re-unite Germany. 


This is not Brandt’s bent in the 
least. The fact that the Social 
Democrats have this time chosen 
the mayor of West Berlin to lead 
their party is assurance that, 
whatever the outcome of the elec- 
tions, there will be no weakening 
of the Atlantic Alliance nor will 
the Bonn government be in the 
hands of any leader who is naive 
about the Communists. 

Brandt came to Washington to 
demonstrate vividly to Germans 
and Americans alike that he is 


taking foreign policy out of the. 


German campaign and to assure 
President Kennedy personally that 


~ he is prepared to honor all of the 


commitments made by Chancellor 
Adenauer. 

He went even further. He told 
the United States he would de- 
vote even larger German re- 
sources to aid developing coun- 
tries than Adenauer has already 
suggested.

German soil, Brandt’s position 
diverges somewhat, but from our 
standpoint not significantly, from 
the Adenauer government.

The bidding of today’s hand 
was not in accordance with text- 
book instruction and a comment 
or two may be in order. West's 
overcall of the diamond bid was 
not of the best but, in considera- 
tion of the fact that he was not 
vulnerable, you may find it in 
your heart to forgive him. 


South’s double to reopen the 
bidding is eminently sound and 
North had little choice but to 
name his best suit. At this point 
South engaged in a bit of ro- 
mancing with a rather sporty bid 
of two no trump. Since the heart 
suit had not been supported, he 
gambled that partner would have 
an honor. Incidentally, a player 
holding queen and another of the 
suit bid by his left hand adver- 
sary is in fine strategic position 
to play no trump if it should de- 
velop that partner has either the 
ace or the king of that suit. The 
reason is that if the defender 
opens his own suit, the lead will 
be permitted to ride to the queen 
and in this way declarer is able 
to promote two tricks instead of 
one, which would be the case if 
the lead came through the queen. 


North’s raise to three no trump 
on the surface appears to be a 
bold bid but in reality is not so. 
He has passed the first time, and 
his response to partner’s double 
showed nothing whatever ex- 
cept four spades. He has five 
points in high cards and another 
potential stopper in the suit ad- 
versely bid. 


West led the six of hearts which 
East won with the king. The con- 
tract stands or falls with declar- 
er’s play to the first trick. If he 
should thoughtlessly play the nine, 
his doom is sealed. East returns 
the five, and the queen is per- 
mitted to hold the trick. Dummy 
can now be entered only once and 
the diamond finesse cannot be 
repeated. 


The proper play to trick one 
is the queen of hearts. When the 
suit is continued, West will duck 
as before, but the nine may be 
overtaken in dummy with the 
jack and the diamond finesse 
tried. When this succeeds, dum- 
my is reentered with the ace of 
spades, and the repetition of the 
diamond finesse brings home 
enough tricks to fulfill the op- 
timistic contract.

Blast Death 
At Quarry 
Is Feared 


Constitution State News Service 
GRAY—Sheriff Holmes Hawkins 
said Tuesday night that “there 
are indications one or more per- 
sons”” may have lost their lives 
in a rock quarry explosion at 
nearby Ruby early Sunday. 


At least one employe of the 
Weston-Brooker Co. quarry has 
not been seen since the explosion, 
Sheriff Hawkins said. 


He identified the employe as 
Robert Seabrooks, a 23-year-old 
Negro.

The doctors discussed the fact 
that the patient twice had ‘run 
off’’ and they observed that even 
this could be a good sign—it 
showed interest. 


A 42-year-old patient who was 
admitted when he was 18 was 
found to be still delusional. But 
since he liked to work around the 
ward, he was recommended for 
outside therapeutic work. 


MOTHER IS KEY 


The doctors determined that a 
28-year-old mental deficient who 
was admitted when he was 18 
probably could go home if his 
mother would accept him. A nota- 
tion was made to contact her for 
a discussion. 


It had not been a particularly 
rewarding session for Dr. Johnson 
and his team, not when compared 
to previous sessions during the 
past seven weeks. An average of 
25 per cent of those interviewed 
in previous sessions had gone 
home or had been recommended 
for treatment which was expected 
to result in their release. 


But it was rewarding nonethe- 
less, particularly when you think 
about Joe, who might be prevented 
from becoming another ‘‘burnt- 
out schiz.”

Of GEA 
Opening 


6,000 Gathering; 
No Revolt Seen 


Georgia school teachers will 
open their 94th annual convention 
here Wednesday and leaders— 
with fingers crossed—expect it 
will run smoothly without the 
backfires of the rump rebellion 
last year that shook up the ma- 
chinery. 


At their last convention, the 
Georgia Education Association 
delegates bucked their GEA lead- 
ers and refused to thank Gov. 
Vandiver and the General As- 
sembly for a $200 a year—or 
$3.80 a week—pay raise. 


This year, thanks for a $300 a 
year raise will be tied up in a 
resolution praising the governor 
and Legislature for keeping the 
stafe’s schools open, for a new 
teacher retirement program, and 
for maintaining compulsory edu- 
cation. 


The praise package resolution 
is expected to sail through with

only minor opposition on the floor 
of the convention. 


The president-elect post is be- 
ing sought by two middle Georgia 
women, the only announced can- 
didates for the job. 


They are Mrs. Hazel Lewis of 
Columbus and Mrs. Thelma Da- 
vis, Griffin, both elementary 
school teachers. Mrs. Davis is 
currently president of the GEA 
department of classroom teachers 
and Mrs. Lewis is a past presi- 
dent. Rumors have circulated 
that a man will be nominated 
from the floor. GEA officials say 
no names have been mentioned. 


About 6,000 teachers—including 
about 1,400 official delegates—will 
attend the convention, which 
ends Saturday. 


MEETINGS PLANNED 


Wednesday's program calls for 
preliminary meetings of GEA 
directors and convention com- 
mittees. Superintendents and 
elementary_gchool principals will 
meet Wednesday ‘evening. 

The first general session will 
be held Thursday. 


On Friday, the delegates will 
be asked to change their organi- 
zation’s constitution to reduce the 
number of convention delegates 
and to permit the organization to 
expel members. 


Both are considered likely to 
meet some opposition from the 
convention floor. 


TO BOOST U.S. AID? 

The proposal to reduce the 
number of delegates would lop 
off about 200 by alloting one 
delegate for each 25 members of 
a local unit instead of the pres- 
ent two delegates per 25.

I feel it necessary to repeat 
my answer because of the 
many letters I’ve received on 
it lately. You cannot success- 
fully pleat at home. It is im- 
possible for you to get the 
pressure and high temperature 
necessary with your iron to 
make the pleating permanent. 
The only thing to do is have a 
pleating firm which specializes 
in this process to do the job for 
you. 


Q. I have a difficult time 
with side pleats and inverted 
pleats in skirts. They are al- 
ways bulky and jut out. Can 
you stow me how to make 
both types so they are even 
and lay flat? Mrs. H. B. 


A. Figure 1: To make a side 
pleat, stitch the long skirt seam 
and the seam of the pleat ex- 
tension. On the right. side, fold 
and press pleat in place. Stitch 
through all thicknesses at top 
of pleat as shown. Figure 2: 
For inverted pleat, stitch seam 
above extension. Continue on 
extension with machine basting. 
Press entire seam open. Stitch 
the underlay to side and upper 
edges of extension. On the out- 
side, stitch across top of pleat, 
through all thicknesses. Remove 
the machine basting and press 
firmly. 

Q. Not long ago you ans- 
wered a question regarding 
using wax as against chalk 
for marking. Now my ques- 
tion is, how do you remove 
marks left by a tracing wheel 
and carbon paper? The fabric 
is washable, and the marks 
show on the right side. Mrs.

A. Usually a good detergent 
works. Test it on a swatch first, 
and if it does not come off, try 
carbon tetrachloride. If that 
doesn’t work, then a naphtha 
soap should. Use any of these 
cleaning agents only on the 
markings.

Dear Dr. Molner: Is a cough 
a symptom of heart disease? 
My brother died suddenly, ap- 
parently from a heart attack. 
He never complained of being 
ill, but he had what he termed 
a cigaret cough. Would lying 
in front of a fan cause a heart 
attack?—A. S. 

A cough can be a symptom of 
heart disease—but I think it’s safe 
to say that in any such case, 
there will always be some other 
symptom too. It may be short- 


pain (but far from always), edema 
(that is, accumulation of fluids, 
and hence puffy swelling of feet, 
legs or other parts of the body),

things. 


Still other symptoms which the 
patient can’t see but the doctor 
with instruments can detect, will 
be present. 


In some cases, “cardiac asthma 
occurs.”’

A cough can be the result of 
cigaret irritation, throat irrita- 
tion, lung trouble, nervousness, 

, common cold, flu, bad 
tonsils and a lot of less familiar 
causes.

Most of the time the various 
kinds of heart trouble give warn- 
ing in advance. 


If people will, at reasonable in- 


tervals, go to their doctors and 
tell them about any and all symp- 
toms that have become genuinely 
noticeable since the last visit, 
they'll have at least a fair warn- 
ing of what to look out for, what 
troubles to guard against. Health 
isn’t something that stops all of 
a sudden, as a rule. Usually 
there’s advance warning, and w 
should heed it.

One ming I've never quite 
been able to figure out is why 
a great many would-be outdoors- 
men will spend from $150 to 
$1,500 for gear, almost that 
much more on clothes and equip- 
ment, from $10 to $100 or more 
one each average trip he makes 
—so that the annual outdoor bill 
begins to take on the proportions 
of the national debt—and then 
grumble like all get-out be- 
cause he has to pay a couple of 
bucks for a license, which goes 
toward improving hunting and 
fishing conditions for him. 


Here is something from the 
League of Kentucky Sportsmen, 
which explains your hunting and 
fishing license about as well as 
I've ever seen it expressed: 

It is a legal writ to take the 
people’s game and fish. 

It is more than a tax . 
than a levy. 

It is an individual contribu- 
tion, a voluntary subscription 
to the program of conservation.

I feel I cannot continue to 
do that. 


“At Daytona I got through 
working on the car at 5:30 Sunday 
morning and then tried to go out 
there and drive 500 miles. I just 
couldn’t do it. After 200 miles, 
I turned it over to Earnhardt and 
he did a fine job as we finished 
fifth. 

“Ralph is a good, smooth driv- 
er, listens to instruction and uses 
his head. Our agreement covers 
only next Sunday’s race, but it’s 
possible we might work some- 
thing out after that.” 


Owens exudes confidence over 
his team’s chances for the 
second annual 500. “I believe 
we can win Jt.” he asserts. 


As an afterthought, Owens add- 
ed: ‘This arrangement, I be- 
lieve, is best for me in the long 
run.
